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FIRE CHIEF WARNS OF HORROR 
OF FIRE AT CHRISTMAS TIME 


An appeal for care from fire during the Christmas season is it- 
sued by Fire Chief Alfred LePage. "Most fires occur from special 
Christmas lighting, particularly candles,” he said. “Examine lighting 
circuits designed for tree illumination for defects in insulation. Constant 
watch by adults should be maintained over them when lighted. The loc- 
ation of the Christmas tree should be given some consideration. 

“The tree should be kept away from fireplaces, stoves and door- 
ways through which you may have to pass in the event of a fire. Re- 
member that an evergreen tree dries out quickly in a heated room, 
which adds to the bazard of fire. This can be prevented to some extent 
by placing the base of a tree in a pan of water. 

“Paper or other inflammable decorations should be kept to a 
minimum and never strung in an unbroken chain around a room, be- 
cause if once ignited it will spread with great rapdity. The disposal of 
paper wrappngs immediately into covered metal cans,or burnt in a 
furnace in small quantities at a time, is also a safe practice
